CREATING MORE JOBS. 


Another unusual method of making 
laws was practiced in the House when 
the Cary constitutional amendment to 
create a State fruit commission was 
adopted.

Returns a t 2:30 this morning as- 
sure the nomination of John W. 
Shenk and probably H. R. Rose for 
the office of Mayor of Los Angeles 
Shenk received nearly twice as many 
votes as all of his opponents together, 
but just failed of the required ma- 
jority to make unnecessary another 
election in June. 

The race between Harriman and 
Rose for second place was highly 
spectacular, only a few hundred votes 
separating the candidates during the 
long count. At midnight Harriman 
still claimed that he had won a place 
on the ticket. The East Side vote, he 
| declared, which always swells the red 
flag totals, would bridge the gap be- 
tween himself and Rose. 

HARRIMAN BEHIND. 

As a matter of fact, the late count 
did bring Harrtman within speak 
ing distance, but at 2:30 o'clock this 
morning he still lacked over 1000 
votes and Socialism, has received an- 
other hard jolt. The Municipal Con- 
ference ticket was strong throughout. 

Almost the same conditions pre- 
vailed in the race for the City At- 
torneyship. It looked during the 
early evening as though Albert Lee 
Stephens would de elected, but 
Charles O. Morgan, the Socialist can- 
didate developed considerable strength 
and at midnight Stephens admitted 
that there would have to be another 
campaign.
